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PARIS Ct'PI>—'The French cabi­ 
net 
granted 
Gen.

Gaulle full emergency powers to­ 
day and 
Parliam ent was sum­ 
moned into special session to­ 
morrow to ratify the decision. 
An announcement to this effect 
was made by Information Minis­ 
ter Roger Frey following a I1*- 
hour cabinet session held shortly 
after the settlers’ rebellion in Al­ 
giers collapsed. 
The cabinet session cam e as de 
Gaulle moved swiftly to solidify 
his 
political 
advantage 
in 
the 
wake of the bloodless m ilitary vic­ 
tory in Algeria. 
IH* Gaulle was encouraged to 
move not only by the complete 
capitulation of the Algerian set­ 
tlers who had opposed his poli­ 
cies there, but by the show of 
support given him in a one-too 
nationwide strike by workers loyal 
to his views, 
Frey’s announcement after the 
cabinet meeting indicated that de 
Gaulle was not satisfied with the 
present working of the Fifth Re­ 
public's constitution and the cabi­ 
net. 
It also was a strong hint that 
he would not stop in his drive to 
restore the powers of the legal 
authorities in all fields despite 
the collapse of th e'co lo n s’ up­ 
rising in Algeria. 
It was the first time since the 
outbreak of World War II that a 
French chief executive was grant 
ed em ergency powers in peace 
time.

One of the key questions is state 
reim bursem ent. There will cer­ 
tainly be an increase of state 
funds. 
But whether the state aid will be 
enough to avert an increase in 


actual taxes is highly question­ 
able.

Morrisville
